SSCs Anthropology Department Displays 
Indian Skulls from Zallio's Collection 


A collection of more than a 


hundred Indian sku!! now on 
display in the ant! wy de- 
partment, announ I. ard 
Reeve, professor oi anthropology 
at Sacramento State Cu e. The 


collection was donated to the 
school in 1952 by Mr. and Mrs. 
F. G. Brugge of Carmichael, heirs 
of Anthony Zallio. 

Zallio compiled the material, 
wh an instructor at Sacramen- 
to r College, through private 
purchases from excavations in 
the Sacramento valley. Since 


then they have been in storage 


until expanded facilities could 


permit their use. 

“The collection is of inestim- 
able value in our program in an- 
thropology here at SSC,” stated 
Reeves. 

Inciuded in the group are arti- 
cles from Alaskan Eskimo tribes, 
the Northwest coastal Indians, 
the South Sea Islands, Japan, 
and South America. Perhaps the 
rarest specimen is a skull which 
has a large ridge above the eye 


openings, indicating that some of 
the early occupants of America 
were not of the same physical 
type as modern American In- 
dians. 

The collection also contains 
other skeletal remains and arti- 
facts recovered from _ Indian 
mounds in the Sacramento area 
by students in field archeology 
Classes. 

Reeve stated that students are 
welcome to see the display in the 
Field house and should find it 
very interesting.

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Glass Windows Dangerous 


Every few days another thud or crash is heard from 
SSC’s new and modern Music-Speech building. Seores of 
students and faculty members have bumped inte the clear 
glass panels of the building, between the doors. Eye glasses 
have been broken and, in several cases, victims have gone 
completely tarough the glass panels. 

The first mishap connected with the glass panels oc- 
curred during the first weeks the building was open. A 
prospective faculty member, following an interview, walked 
through the panel next to the back door of the building. 
This was the initial sign that the glass panels were dan- 
gerous. At this time some art work was placed on the of- 
fending panel, effectively preventing further accidents. 

But, this warning was not heeded. The front doors of 
the building were not considered dangerous. Every clear 
panel of glass without decoration is a menace. Today acci- 
dent results include broken glasses, injured arms and 
bumped heads. What will happen tomorrow? 

“How could such a thing happen?” is a common ques- 
tion among those who have not hit the glass. “If you watch 
where you're going...” 

It is time the fact was faced. People who are leaving 
the building following a play, a meeting or a class are 
often pre-occupied or talking with friends as they leave. 

One of the victims who escaped with a bump on the 
head said: “I thought they’d opened the doors so we could 
all get out more quickly and easily. When you get close to 
the giass you lose perspective and it seems there is nothing 
before you!” 

Before another accident can occur, a solution must be 
found. State architects can make mistakes and the door- 
ways of the Music-Speech building are auite obviously 
examples of this. 


Parking Lots Too “Dark 


Parking spaces close to the classroom buildings are 
always at a premium. But, since the addition of several 
parking iots, there is sufficient room for the many automo- 
biles on campus each day. 

Only one problem remains (besides that of learning to 
arrive early enough to spend five minutes walking to class) 
in connection with the parking situation. The lots are very 
poorly illuminated at night. Hundreds of students attend 
classes each day until 9 p.m. and many remain in the 
library until 10 p.m. 

Walking out to a car in the sparsely lighted parking 
lot is truly a fearful experience. If there are to be night 
classes there should be well-lighted parking lots. 

It is both inconvenient and unsafe for students to be 
forced to grope through the darkness to find their cars each 
night. 





Knuckles Under 


Zane Vorhes, Associated Students president, recently 
suggested that the faculty and administration members of 
the Student Council be eliminated as voting members and 
placed on ex officio status. This progressive proposal was 
voted down by Vorhes’ less courageous colleagues on the 
Council. 

As the president aptly put it, “There is no reason to 
give faculty members a vote on student activities.” 

Under any system at SSC, the administration will retain 
a veto power over all Student Council actions, there is no 
way to get around it. With such a power, it hardly seems 
necessary for the faculty to have two votes on an 11 man 
Council. 

Vorhes is to be commended for his proposal. The rest 
of the Council should be censured for knuckling under.
